THE LIGHT OF THE FUTURE. 


Studying That Produced-1»- Animal 


an,q Vegetable Lite. 


Theineandeseent electric light wastes" 


and throws away 08 per cent: of. the en- 
ergy utilized, only two per cent, ap- 
pearing in the shape of light rays. On 
the other hand, the light emitted by the 
firefly and the glow worm wastes but 
two (per cent.. In other worda,-tho ani- 
mal light is 48 times cheaper. 


In the course of recent experiments 


Dr. Raphael. Dubois, of Lyons, has made 
elaborate studies of a great many kinds 
of light-producing creatures. There is 
no lack of them in nature; iii fact, thou- 
sands of species possess this-curious 
photogenic power. Not a few plants 
ulso have it, and among the latter inay 
be mentioned certain mushrooms thai 
grow in Brazil and Austria. Some of 
them give enough lighi: to make it pos- 
sifble to road by the aid of a single speci- 
men. 
The luminosity frequently seen 


in autumn in the forests on dead leaves 
or on bits of wood is due to fungi. The 
yellow flowers of the nasturtium emit 
a small amount of light. But in the an- 
imal kingdom the torchbearers assume 
an immense variety of forms, the min- 
ute organisms that are responsible for 
much of the ocean's phosphorescence 
to the deep-sea fishes that carry lamps 
of their own ami form endless torch- 
light processions through the other- 
wise black and gloomy marine abysses. 


Many jelly fishes are luminous, and 


so arc some of the star fishes. A few 
earthworms are light:givers anil num- 
eroxis 'crustaceans have a luminosity 
of their own. One kind of shrimp has 
i brilliant circle surrounding the eye, 
.vhich is really a luminous socket. A 
European species of "thousand legs" 
jmits light in autumn. But no animals 
are'belter light-givers than certain in- 
sects,, and even the eggs of some of 
these are luminous. From generation 
to generation the light-bearing crea- 
tures transmit the torch that is never 
extinguished, and which seems to have 
been lighted at the very dawn of crea- 
tion.—Boston Transcript. 


Ruialnn Clergy. 


The clergy of Eussia are divided into 


two classes—the white, or village, 
clergy, who must all be married, and 
the black clergy, or monks, who are 
rowed to celibacy. The higher digni- 
taries of the church are invariably 
chosen, from this last class. The great 
majority of them have no particular 
duties to perform, and a movement is 
on foot for utilizing them as assistants 
to parish priests in villages.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

A break in the cable laid between the 


Senegal coast of Africa and Pernamr" 
buco, in Brazil, five years ago, has led 
to an extraordinary discovery, related 
recently by Mr. Beuest to the Institu- 
tion of Electrical Engineers.

were taken from thebotfom of.thc ocean. 
The phenomenon was purely local; as 
the nearest' river was 75 miles away, 
and'discharged its waters in a different 
direction, It'was.'surmised that it 
meant the. sudden .breaking through of 
a submarine river*, and the cable was 
moved to a distance; after two years 
it broke again,'and was moved once 
more, and.engineers are waiting to see 
what will happen. Submarine rivers 
are known to exist in other parts of 
the ocean, off the mouth of the Congo 
and in the Gulf of Carpentaria, for in- 


i stance. This explanation, however, does 
not account for the carpet and orange 
peel.

Be Moved Into tile Other Town, 
In selecting: the site for the Grand 


hotel in tho Cutskills, on the top oi 
Pine Hill mountain, the owners evi- 
dently had in mind the vagaries of the 
excise Vote. It is not generally known 
that the Grand hotel stands on the boun- 
dary line of Ulster and Delaware conn- 
tics, the boundary line passing almost 
through the middle of the hotel build- 
ing. The hotel thereforeis in the town- 
ship of Shandaken, Ulster county, and 
in the township of Middletown, Dela- 
ware county. Should Shandaken go 
dry, the hotel bar could foe moved to 
Middletown, and rice versa. Advantage 
has been taken of this fact by the ho- 
tel owners to keep down the assess- 
ment, says the Jfew York Sun. 


The assessors of Shnndaken placed a 


valuation on the property of $50,000, 
but agreed to assess it for only $25,000 
if the hotel would remain in that town- 
ship.
